Sulrcommittees of the national house of 
representatives 
will conduct budget hear­ 
ings this week. 
As they prepare to begin 
their work, the nature of the problems they 
will face is realited clearly. 
The director of the budget, Lewis Dou­ 
glas, has set $2,600,000,000 as the limit for 
ordinary expenditures. 
He has 
declared 
that the total cauuot be increased past that 
figure without auhstantlal Increase* in tax 
rates. 
It Is his job to know about such 
things; there is no reason to doubt hts 
word. 
Nevertheless every congressman and sen­ 
ator with a minority ax to grind will try to 
get It sharpened at 
public 
expense. 
It 
teems probable thai with a policy of buy­ 
ing the country’s way out of the depres­ 
sion to back them up, they will be able 
to forget the old saw about economy In 
government for the time being. 
lf their pet projects have been overlook­ 
ed when money 
was 
being handed out, 
they will demand recognition, 
lf Budget 
Director Douglas succeeds in restoring pay 
cuts in the salaries of federal employes, 
there will be a demand for restoration of 
the ruts made In veterans' compensation. 
There will be a great hue and cry about 
General McArthur's opinion that the mili­ 
tary force of the country haa l%eu curtail­ 
ed past tha danger line. 
There will be re- 
guests for more money to spend on direct 
relief. 
Despite general and sincere con­ 
cern over the tendency to exhaust national 
credit by spending money whose future 
value has been made uncertain by manipu­ 
lation, the whole trend will bo toward spend­ 
ing more money. 
Congress will do well to reflect that taxi's 
aren’t becoming any easier to bear. 
Budget 
Director Douglas had an xUentlv# audience 
when he warned that any material increases 
In what are classified aa normal expendi­ 
tures will mean corresponding increases in 
taxes. Congressmen may not be so alert to 
the old war cry of economy, but the peo­ 
ple never heeded it more closely. 


United 8tates could not discuss stabiliza­ 
tion of currencies, restrictions on Imports, 
permanent tariff policies or anything else 
with a direct bearing on the real questions 
before the conference. 
Secretary Hull and 
the American delegation thereupon 
were 
permitted to go swimming on condition that 
they would remain a safe distance from the 
water. 
So far this year, trade with our south­ 
ern neighbors has been Increasing. 
In the 
first IO months of the year, Latin America 
accounted for 32 per cent of all Imports In­ 
to the United States, as against 28 per cent 
In the first IO months of 1932. 
I-atln Amer­ 
ica took IS per cent of all exports from the 
United States In the same period, as against 
12 per cent In the same period during 1932. 
The flow of trade is considerably higher 
than it was before the war, although It has 
declined during the depression. 
This is ac­ 
counted for by the fa-t that agricultural 
prices fell more than most other prices. 
Secretary Hull and the American delega­ 
tion will be given the respect due the pres­ 
tige of the government th e y represent. Un­ 


fo r tu n a te ly , their helplessness to do any­ 
thing but talk Is realized as generally in 
Montevideo as It is In Washington 
Their 
inability to proceed is an enlarged reflec­ 
tion of a general Inability on the part of 
domestic business. 
Until uncertainty Is re­ 
moved, business will be handicapped a s t e ­ 
ly. 


Definitely Hostile 
Alfred K. Smith has taken a definitely 
hostile stand against the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration. 
Whether It is as an editor or a 
politician that he would be heard In his 
vigorous denunciations, It is as a politicIan 
that his statem ents become Important. His 
following In the country still Is of a size to 
command respect, although Its proportions 
undoubtedly are greatly diminished from 
those of 1928. 
To his attack on 
the administration's 
monetary policy bas been added a denuncia­ 
tion of the civil works administration. 
It 
Is, he says, a device to cover up the failure 
of the public works administration. His at­ 
tack on It seems to arise from a belief that 
President Roosevelt should have admitted 
that the public works administration has 
failed. 
Ila has nothing 
to say 
directly 
against tha civil works administration. 
Unfortunately, Mr. 
Smith's 
rancor de­ 
tracts from the forcefulness of his opposi­ 
tion. 
His readers are more likely to be 
made uncomfortable by the vigor of his at­ 
tack than to be convinced of the sincerity 
of his opposition. 
Many who might listen 
respectfully lo his opinions lf they were 
clothed in constructive criticism will be In­ 
clined to turn against them In the destruc­ 
tive form which has been chosen. 
Prob­ 
ably without sutfielent 
JustiflcatIon, they 
will heed attentively the retort of Secretary 
Ickes, to the effect that Mr. Smith has a 
grudge to satisfy. 
President Roosevelt'* personal popularity 
still is tho great for a critic to command ae 
audience 
by 
proclaiming 
himself 
"agin 
everything” th© President is trying to do, 
It was impossible to minimize the Import­ 
ance of Mr. Smith's attack on the govern­ 
ment’s monetary policy, but by going to 
th® well too often in too brief a period til© 
gentleman obligingly has done it himself. 
The country is skeptical of the civil works 
administration, but it sees no reason to at­ 
tack It us bitterly as Editor Politician Smith 
bas done.

OHIO ANO THE -8 0 0 " CANAL

While the banding of the “Soo” canal 
around St. Marys Falla in the strait con­ 
necting Lake Superior practically brought 
to an end the use of the thinner veins of 
fine Ohio iron ore that had been mined ex­ 
tensively, it gave immediate and enormous

new iron industry in the 
state, and opened a field in lake naviga­ 
tion which was quickly occupied by Ohio 
r pitallsts along the lake shore.

fore the "Soo" canal was opened, efforts 
had been made In the state to utilize Lake 
Superior ore with Ohio and West Virginia 
coal and iron making industries here.

Dec. 4.—Death from 
a heart attack has ended the ca- 
peer of Alexander Leege, G7-year- 
old president of the International 
H arvester com pany 
and

chairm an of the federal farm board, 
who was known to his friends as 
“the iron man." 
Mr. I>egge, called "the Iron m an” 
because of his seem ingly tireless 
efforts, died 
suddenly yesterday 
at hi* home In euhtnban Hinsdale. 
During the w ar he was director 
of the w ar industries board He was 
the second Im portant figure In the 
nation s w ar tim e affair* to die 
within two weeks. The other was 
his close friend. Rwdard N. H ur­ 
ley, head of the w ar tim * shipping 
hoard. 
Lcgge was 
born on a farm In 
Pa* e county. W isconsin. H e had 
devoted virtually his en tire life to 
agriculture. 
In 1929 L»gge w&s m ade chair­ 
man of the newly formed federal 
farm hoard by President Hoover.

poisoned blood. It fs an Infection 
localised in the skin. It is usually 
confined to an area that has large 
hair follicles, a part that is sub­ 
jected to pressure and irritation. 
Boils are commonly found In the,*** 
arm pita, the groin, or on the baekjtb# 
and neck. 
The 
infection can usually be 
traced to a germ given a big name, 
the “staphylococcus aureus." This 
germ enters the body through a 
crack, a laceration or an abrasion 
of the skin. It is rubbed Into the 
skin by continued 
pressure and 
friction. 
How to Troat It 
Redness and pain are the first 
signs of the infection. At first the 
redness Is quite general In the in­ 
volved region hut gradually It be­ 
comes localised at one point. The 
pain is Increased by pressure, mo­ 
tion, or the weight 
of overlying 
clothes. At this stage, proper at­ 
tention will shorten the duration of 
the Infection and hasten convales­ 
cence. 
The redness, pain and tenderness 
can be relieved by the application 
of wet compresses of boric acid 
solution. If the infection Is deep­ 
seated, it Is wise to use hot appl! 
cations. This is best done by plac­ 
ing on the Infection, gauge dipped 
In hot boric acid solution. This Is 
kept hot by placing a hot water 
bag over it. 
This procedure helps to bring 
the pus to the surface and encour­ 
ages the escape of the pus from 
the boll. Never squeeze a boll. In 
squeexlng it you break down the 
defensive 
wall 
that nature has 
built up around the Involved spot. 
Destruction of thla wall leads to

usually to the formation of an ab 
scess. If an abscess forms it in­ 
quires immediate operation. 


May Lead to Complication* 
Another danger of squeezing a 
boil is that 
you may fore# tho 
germs into a blood vessel. 
If th!# 
occurs tho poison is spread by the 
blood stream and 
general infec­ 
tion, or “septicemia" results. Sep­ 
ticemia is a very serious complica­ 
tion. 
Do not resort to tho use of pat­ 
ent medicines 
and the to-called 
"boll poultices.” Modern medicine 
does not depend upon these old­ 
fashioned remedies for the treat­ 
ment of bolls. If the boll does not 
respond to the simple treatm ent I 
have mentioned, 
the 
safest and 
only method to deal with it ii by 
means of an incision. 
Many persons dread the hullo 
and resort to ointments and salves 
Bear In mind that these efforts are 
often dangerous and postpone re­ 
covery- 
If your doctor 
advises opening 
the boll do not hestitate. When a 
wide opening Is made so as to in­ 
sure drainage of all accumulated 
pus, pain disappears and complete 
recovery soon follows. This treat­ 
ment causes less scarring, too.
